Ho further advicod that in about August, 1?63 5 bo caw Oswald, on Canal Street 
passing out literature favoring Castro * and that when ho nor© or less admonished 
him* Oswald indicated that he was receiving 02p.OO a day for this work* 

Attorney Andrews aloo advicod that on Saturday, IJovo:»bor 23* ISA 63 , between 6 i 30K1 
and 9:G0PII, while ho was in tho hospital, under sedation, he received a telephone 
call, believed to a local call, although ha could not bo positive, from a man 
giving the name of Clay Bertrand, who inquired if he would br ".rilling to defend 
Or. : aid in tho murder and assassination case* said that Bertrand indicated thorn 
ho would visit hin at tho hospital later, but failed to do so; and that the follow- 
ing day he learned that Oswald had been murdered* 

Ho scans to feel that ho had been previously contacted by Clay Bertrand in con- 
nection with another case, but he could not place him or furnish any information 
to assist in identifying or locating bin* He said that ho had ashed his secretary 
to check tho records at his office concerning Oswald and Bertrand, but that sho 
lied been unable to locate any records pertaining to either of then# Eo said that 
when ha returned to his office ho would personally check his files and advise us 
of the results# He indicated that he believed that Bertrand was a homosexual#

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On 22/2/63 Attorney Been Andrews, Jr., adviced by telephone that he had returned 
to work, and that oheoefc of his offiea files haa failed to dieelosa any l-oeord 
of Orrwald or Clay Bertrand* Ho said he would continuo to make inqiiirios in an 
effort to identify Clay Bertrand, and that he would adviso this office of tho 
results* 

On 12/2/63 SA Counts and SAIC Rico visited Tulare University, Now Orleans, and 
interviewed Dr* H* E. Iapham, Provost# lie was informed that Oswald reportedly 
told Charles H# Steele, Jr., that the Fair Play for Cuba Coradttea circulars 
which they were passing cut had criminated at Tulano University; and that wo 
had also been informed that Oswald told an attorney (Bean Andrews j .Jr# ) that 
he received £25*00 a day to pass cu t the literature# Br# Lapham said that ho 
had not seen any of the circulars on tho campus and knew of no one connected 
with tho Fair Play for Cuba Committee# He was requested to have a record checlc 
made for Clay Bertrand and Alck James Hidoll. 

Cn 12/3/63 Br# Lapham advised by telephone that a careful check had been made 
of all student 3 , faculty members and employees of tho University, and no record 
was located cn Clay Bertrand or Alck Jamas i Udell, or sii.iilar naiaos# Ho said 
that he had made inquiries of appropriate officials and none had any information 
relative to Fair Play for Cuba Committee# 

Dr# Laphaa was not informed that wo had established a connection between Oswald 
and Dr# Leonard Reieemen, a j^rofossor at Tulene, the latter reportedly boing active 
in the New Orleans Council for Peaceful Alternatives, also known as Ban tho Bomb# 

Br# Leonard Ecissmaa, referred to in report dated 12/3/63 by SA A. G# Vial, is 
of record in the subversive files of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, Hew 
Orleans# ASAC Joseph Sylvester, FBI, has requested that this office not inter- 
view Eeissman be cause of their interest in him# It is understood that tho FBI 
office desires to interview him and that he has been out of the city recently* 

On 12/3/63 SA Regis Kennedy, FBI, adviced that ho had mado extensive inquiries 
relative to Clay Bertrand, and to data had boon unable to identify him# Ho said 
ho would notify this offico in the event lie should drvelop ary information regard- 
ing this subject# 

SA Kennedy also adviced that his office had been unable to dato to identify tho 
young man shc;jn in photograph with Oswald passing out Fair Play for Cuba literature
